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Seaton town centre 
earmarked for help 


A FORUM examining the vitality of high 
streets and town centres in East Devon 
has singled out Seaton as ‘a priority to 
help improve’. 

The forum also encourages business 
owners to apply for business rate relief be¬ 
cause of the recent Tesco supermarket 
build. 

The Vitality of High Streets and Town 
Centres Task and Finish Forum was set up 
by East Devon District Council’s (EDDC) 
Overview and Scrutiny Committe - and its 
final report has just been published. 

Each town in the district was scrutinised 
by the forum in a number of ways. The 
summary for Seaton was frank and to the 
point, saying: “Of all the town health 
checks, Seaton was a priority to help im¬ 
prove viability, needing to increase the 
offer of personal service and specialist 
shops to attract visitors into the town cen¬ 
tre.” 

Explaining their recommendation, 
forum members wrote: “The arrival of 
Tesco, and the scale of the store, has 
brought shoppers from surrounding areas 
to the town. 

“However, it was apparent to forum 
members visiting the town that those 
shoppers are not heading into the town 
shopping centre itself. 

“There were many pleasing aspects to

the newly redeveloped part of the town, 
including the floral displays in the public 
areas and the new public realm next to the 
tram station - but more was needed to be 
done to assist the town. 

“In the shopping centre there are some 
empty shops, and some premises are in 
need of maintenance. 

“During visits to the town centre, it was 
apparent that footfall is very low. The 
town council felt that relaxed street trad¬ 
ing laws would permit street trading in 
more locations and allow retail premises 
to spill out onto the streets, attracting more 
footfall.” 

The forum also identified a need for 
more overnight accommodation capacity, 
saying that, among others, coach operators 
had asked for more beds. 

Businesses in all towns examined were 
encouraged to seek business rate relief, 
with a particular mention for Seaton and 
Ottery. 

Forum members explained that current 
rates are based on value as at April 1st 
2008 - a more prosperous economic time. 

Their first recommendation in the report 
summary is to: Raise awareness of the 


right to appeal a rateable value to local 
businesses, particularly in respect of re¬ 
cent supermarket builds in Seaton and Ot¬ 
tery. 

A sore point with many traders in all 
towns is the cost of using EDDC car 
parks. 

The forum acknowledged that car parks 
generate ‘valuable income’ for the coun¬ 
cil, and that finding a balance between a 
reasonable income and fees acceptable to 
the public is difficult. 

One recommendation issued by the 


forum is to review parking fees and con¬ 
sider initiatives like periods of free or 
cheaper parking. 

The forum’s report will be discussed 
when the Overview and Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee meets on Thursday, September 
27th. The forum consisted of district 
councillors Tim Wood, Graham Brown, 
Roger Giles, Pat Graham, Steve Hall 
Sheila Kerridge and John O'Leary

AXMINSTER residents are calling for action after 
rampant floods struck again. 

One family's home was flooded for the second time 
in only a few months, possibly delaying their return 
home.

HONITON 

Lack of hotel rooms 
hinders town 

HONITON is a thriving market town but a lack of 
tourist accommodation prevents it from being pro¬ 
moted as “a destination.” 

Those are the findings of a forum formed to exam¬ 
ine the vitality of East Devon High Streets and town 
centres. 

Vitality of High Streets and Town Centres Task and 
Finish Forum was set up by East Devon District 
Council's (EDDC) Overview and Scrutiny Committe 
- and its final report has just been published. 

Each town in the district was scrutinised by the 
forum in a number of ways. 

A largely glowing summary of Honiton says: “Visits 
by the forum and a number of recent press articles 
gave a positive impression of Honiton as a thriving 
market town. 

“Traders asked gave a positive response to how 
they felt the level of trade was in light of the current 
economic climate. 

“The town clearly benefits from the market days 
with increased footfall drawing visitors into both the 
market and the town centre shops, but suffers from 
a significant drop in footfall in the afternoons.” 

The report also praised an initiative to create The 
Town In The Country identity, which had been very 
successful. 

On the down side, the report pointed out issues in¬ 
cluding parking, market stalls selling the same 
goods as some shops, and accommodation. 

SIDMOUTH 

Call for more town 
centre parking 

A FORUM examining the vitality of East Devon High 
Streets and town centres is calling for more car 
parks in Sidmouth, possibly a multi-storey facility. 

Vitality of High Streets and Town Centres Task and 
Finish Forum was set up by East Devon District 
Council and its final report has just been published. 

Each town in the district was examined by the 
forum in a number of ways. 

The report praises Sidmouth's range of independ¬ 
ent shops plus its restaurants and pubs. 

But the report also said: "A shortage of parking is 
a key issue for the town. 

"A summer bus hopper service from the Manor 
Road car park had proved successful, but better sig¬ 
nage was required to get people to that car park ini¬ 
tially. The forum felt a park and ride facility would 
help ease parking difficulties, but could not offer a 
solution to a suitable location." 

The report also says: "Plans should be pursued for 
the provision of extra parking close to the town cen¬ 
tres of Exmouth and Sidmouth, possibly involving 
the building of multi-storey car parks in those 
towns." 


OTTERY ST MARY shopkeepers should be encour¬ 
aged to seek business rate relief because of Sains- 
bury’s impact, according to a forum examining the 
vitality of High Streets and town centres. 

Vitality of High Streets and Town Centres Task and 
Finish Forum was set up by East Devon District 
Council and its final report has just been published. 

The Ottery chapter of the report says: “Ottery town 
centre has been significantly affected by the arrival 
of Sainsbury’s in the town. 

“Mixed responses to this were received when 
forum members visited the town - some in favour, 
with increased footfall to financial and other serv¬ 
ices; some attributing falling trade to the fact that 
the supermarket offered similar products. 

“The town council has worked closely with the 
local chamber of commerce to improve signage and 
links between the supermarket site and the town 
centre to encourage visitors to patronise both.”

THE CHAIRMAN’S chain of office 
from Seaton’s former Chamber of 
Trade is to go on display at Seaton 
Museum. 

The chain which featuring the 
names of chairmen of the chamber 
from 1961 right up to 1979 is made 
of hallmarked silver and was discov¬ 
ered at a car boot sale in Rousdon 
last week. 

It was purchased for just £2 by a 
Colyford resident, who wishes to re¬ 
main unnamed, and has been donated 
to the curator of Seaton’s Axe Valley 
Heritage Museum, Ted Gosling, so 
others can enjoy it. 

Mr Gosling explained: “During its 
time, back in the sixties the chamber 
of trade was considered to be a 
strong body and a very active group 
with over 100 members. 

“We were very surprised when the 
chain of office was donated to us, es¬ 
pecially when it was found at a boot 


sale for such a little price, as it is a 
valuable item and had not been seen 
for some time. 

“As a museum we already hold a 
folder of nearly all the chamber of 
trade minutes as well as a number of 
dinner menus from their annual din¬ 
ner and dances- occasions which 
were important for the chamber of 
trade.“ 

The chain of office is engraved 
with the words- ‘Presented by A V 
White Esq. MBE- Chairman 1961- 
1964’ and is seen by museum com¬ 
mittee members as ‘a real local gem.’ 

As well as the group’s regular 
meetings and dinners, the chamber of 
trade also published an annual guide 
for visitors to Seaton, featuring its 
many members, businesses and at¬ 
tractions in the town. 

Mr Gosling added: “Alongside our 
chamber of trade memorabilia, we 
have a number of official guides 


which were printed for visitors by the 
chamber. These guides featured hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of businesses in 
Seaton, Beer and the district from 
hotels and restaurants, to the holiday 
parks and attractions in the town. 

“What surprised me more than any¬ 
thing else was how sad it is to look 
over these guides and see how much 
has disappeared. Practically all the 
guesthouses and hotels are now resi¬ 
dential homes and most of the much¬ 
loved family run businesses are also 
gone. 

“The chain of office is really im¬ 
portant for the museum as we can ap¬ 
preciate it as a part of Seaton’s 
history when it was a prosperous and 
thriving town.” 

The chain of office will be dis¬ 
played alongside the Chamber of 
Trade minutes, menus and guides in 
the next few weeks.

NEWS FROM AXMINSTER 


News briefs 

MEMBERS of Axminster Chamber of Commerce 
ended up in detention when visiting Axe Valley 
Community College. 

The chamber uses a college classroom for meet¬ 
ings, but things went badly wrong on Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 11 th. The meeting finished just after 7 pm 
and the chamber had been issued with a key so 
members could unlock the doors and exit. 

But it emerged that the key didn’t fit the reception 
door lock, so the members couldn’t get out. Mem¬ 
bers then tried the doors at the back of the college, 
without success. The problem was that nobody had 
a number for the relevant college caretaker, so a 
third party was called and tasked to find the num¬ 
ber. 

A total of 11 members attended the meeting, in¬ 
cluding a Pulman's View representative. The cham¬ 
ber members were eventually released at about 
7 . 35 pm when another caretaker arrived with the 
correct key. 

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) will seek an in¬ 
junction against WainHomes over an alleged failure 
to comply with a planning agreement. 

As previously reported, EDDC claims that the de¬ 
veloper has failed to provide money for a play area 
at a development off Chard Road in Axminster. Two 
developments are completed and the third, Mill- 
brook Meadows, is under construction. 

There was an agreement saying each develop¬ 
ment should come with a play area. None of the first 
two developments had a play area but it was then 
agreed that the third development should have a 
larger one serving all three. EDDC claims that 
money for the play area has not materialised. In a 
new statement an EDDC spokesperson said: “Pa¬ 
pers are being prepared to seek an injunction to re¬ 
quire compliance with the agreement.” 

WainHomes senior planner Simon Cater said: “The 
company is actively working with EDDC to fulfil our 
compliance with Section 106 obligations, we’re not 
aware of any concerns at present.” 
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£9k grant will slash 
college music fees 

A £9,000 plus grant will slash music tuition fees at Axe 
Valley Community College in Axminster. 

Headteacher Martin Smith was delighted to announce 
that the college has been awarded a grant of more than 
£9,000 from the Youth Music programme. 

Youth Music is a charity whose vision is for all young 
people to have the opportunity to discover their creativity 
and fulfil their potential through musical experiences. 
The grant will enable the college to provide further mu¬ 
sical opportunities within its Music Hive, which was re¬ 
cently set up at to provide free access to a broad range of 
music development activities. 

Currently, the Music Hive offers workshops at 
lunchtimes for all students wishing to experiment with 
playing a musical instrument with free tuition. Mr Smith 
said: “We would like every young person to have the op¬ 
portunity to enjoy playing an instrument and be part of a 
music ensemble or band. 

“We recognise that music has the power to build confi¬ 
dence, broaden horizons and raise aspirations. We are 
therefore delighted that this grant enables us to offer a 
wider range of music opportunities to our students.” 

The grant from Youth Music will enable the college to 
subsidise the cost of music tuition for all its students. 
Music tuition, currently £127 per term, will now be of¬ 
fered at a subsidised rate of £100 per term or free to those 
on free school meals. The college also plans to use the 
grant to run additional music activities after school two 
days a week including an orchestra, rock choir, rock 
school and jazz band. 

College spokesperson Wendy Cryer said: “Where pos¬ 
sible, each ensemble/band will take part in a showcase 
performance. Furthermore, the college aims to broaden 
young people’s experience of professional music by ar¬ 
ranging free trips for its Music Hive members. These trips 
will be to significant music events and performances both 
within the region and nationally.” 

In addition, Mr Smith said that he had discussed the 
Youth Music grant with the local primary school head¬ 
teachers and would be opening up music opportunities to 
those children where possible.

SEATON’S business development 
officer has had her contract ex¬ 
tended as she looks to boost trade 
in the town.

A major aspect of Mrs Hallam’s 
role has been to work on the 
ground with communities and 
local business holders, and to re¬ 
port back to the town and district 
councillors about the needs of the 
community.

Mrs Hallam was invited to last 
week’s town full council meeting 
to explain her role within the town 
and her achievements so far. 

She told councillors local busi¬ 
nesses have benefitted from social 
media workshops in order to in¬ 
spire traders and give them a 
chance to boost themselves using 
other methods such as online 
media and self-promotion. 

She said: “The idea is strategic in 
a way to reinvigorate the high 
street and encourage new busi¬ 
nesses. 

“It is all about maximising what 
we have and working on existing 
projects and capitalising on these 
whilst encouraging new businesses 
to join the town.” 

She added: “Highlights for me 
have been the many successes dur¬ 
ing my time here so far working 
with the wonderful people, from 
local businesses to groups identify¬ 
ing issues with the majority saying 
that it is a very difficult time to 
trade. 

“It has been good to boost the en¬ 
ergy and impulse for activities in 
order to make change. I feel that it 
has been very rewarding to help the 
community and support the many 
groups in Seaton. “ 

Councillor John Seward said he 
understood there was a need for in¬ 


tervention in order to boost the 
town’s economy and business but 
also felt there was a level of impor¬ 
tance for businesses to also pro¬ 
mote themselves. 

But former town mayor, Council¬ 
lor Bob Palacio, criticised the busi¬ 
ness scheme. 

He said: “The retail industry has 
changed completely over the past 
five or six years and people are ei¬ 
ther taking their shopping online or 
in larger supermarkets, seldom 
using smaller retailers. 

“I think it is really difficult to 
change the attitude of people to¬ 
ward their business.” 

Councillor Mark Fisher voiced 
concerns Mrs Hallam’s close in¬ 
volvement with the Chamber of 
Commerce meant there was ‘not a 
fair representation of Seaton when 
looking at just the chamber of 
commerce’. 

However councillors heard 55 
members of the chamber group 
and up to 150 service businesses 
have been contacted in total with 
three-quarters independent of the 
chamber. 

Mrs Hallam’s plans to boost trade 
in the seaside town include: in¬ 
creasing signage for visitors, an 
audit to gauge footfall and a picto¬ 
rial map highlighting businesses in 
the area.

Pastel demo for Axminster Art Society 


LOCAL artist Lynda White gave an interesting 
and highly informative demonstration on the 
use of pastels to members of the Axminster 
Art Society at their September meeting. 

In a talk entitled “Exploring Pastels - Oil, 
Wax and Soft” she cleverly compared the dif¬ 
ferent types by dividing her picture vertically 
into four strips and completing each strip in 
turn using a different kind of pastel. 

A soft pastel, with its chalky characteristics, 
was used first on a dark pastel paper and 
Lynda (pictured right) showed how it will get 
colour onto the paper quickly, although it 
cannot be overlaid too much without the use 
of a fixative. 

The second and third sections were com¬ 
pleted with water soluble wax pastels, first 


using them without water on dark pastel 
paper and then with water on white water¬ 
colour paper. When used dry, the wax pastel 
needs a firm stroke but it an be overlaid and 
colour layers can be removed by scraping to 
achieve special effects. Lynda then showed 
how scrapings from the wax crayon can be 
mixed with water and applied with a brush to 
give background washes, as in the third strip. 

The picture was completed on white water¬ 
colour paper using water-resistant oil pastels 
to provide the detail and washes made from 
shavings from Inktense blocks mixed with 
water for the background. Oil pastels tend to 
be chunky giving bold strokes while the wash 
from the Inktense blocks give strong colours. 

Lynda also demonstrated how paint may be 


taken directly from the block with a wet 
brush and how they can be applied to wet 
paper. 

Looking at the finished work, Lynda con¬ 
cluded that it was clear that pastels offer a 
range of different experiences for the artist; 
soft being the easiest to get colour onto 
paper, soluble wax maybe more fun while 
oil/lnktense gave a range of strong colours. 
Members showed their appreciation for the 
talk with a warm round of applause. 

The next meeting of the Society will be on 
Wednesday, October 17th when Michael 
Saunders will demonstrate painting with 
acrylics in “Using Acrylic Mediums

Phoenix ladies learn about lace 


USING just five colours - and the white of the paper 

- to create a wonderfully free image of a Sumatran 
tiger, Paignton watercolourist David Webb delighted 
a large group of Seaton & District Art Society mem¬ 
bers at the September demonstration in Seaton 
Town Hall. 

It was the first time the Town Hall audio visual 
equipment and a new Society camera had been 
used so that everyone in the group - all 60 of them 

- had a view on a large screen as the work emerged. 
One member congratulated the artist for doing the 
preparatory, light pencil sketch at the demonstra¬ 
tion on a completely blank piece of stretched 2001b 
medium, not paper. 

“So many come with the drawing already done," 
she said. 

David, who lives near Paignton Zoo, used his own 
photograph of the tiger. 


“I like to sketch from life," he said, “but I couldn't 
bring a tiger along with me!" 

He mixed the colours - light red, burnt and raw si¬ 
enna, auriole yellow and ultramarine - first on the 
palette and then on the paper. He advised members 
to “make a lot of the background so that it looks as 
if the animal belongs there". 

Working carefully round the eye, as he never uses 
masking fluid, he added: “This is the scary bit - 
where you find out how good you are." 

His audience were delighted to show him just how 
good he was with their enthusiastic applause led by 
chairman Fred Slatter. 

The October meeting is on the unusual date of Oc¬ 
tober 15th, 2pm to 4pm in the Town Hall where 
Hampshire artist Mike Bragg will demonstrate how 
to paint a portrait in oil over acrylic.

Honiton Lace has been made in the area since the 16 th 
century, when lace was widely used throughout the coun¬ 
try. 

By 1870 there were 2000 lace makers in Honiton, de¬ 
clining gradually to nine, in the 1930s. The only lace¬ 
making factory in the country which exists today is in 
Tatworth, Somerset. 

A fascinating account and stunning visual display of 
outstanding fine lace work which will no doubt encour¬ 
age members to visit Honiton Museum to view the 
speaker’s jabot and lace and items worn by the Duchess 
of Windsor, currently in the museum’s possession.

C RICKET has always 
been one of the pas¬ 
sions of my life so it 
was especially enjoyable to 
be asked to compere an un¬ 
forgettable sporting evening 
at Axminster Guildhall on 
Sunday.

A key and legendary mem¬ 
ber of the TSM team is 
Henry Blofeld, a wonder¬ 
fully eccentric English toff 
who has a worldwide follow¬ 
ing and who is in much de¬ 
mand on the speaking 
circuit. 

Henry - or Blowers as he is 
known to his fellow com¬ 
mentators - was booked to 
appear at Axminster on 
Sunday in a fundraising 
event for the locally-based 
ARC charity which offers 
counselling and phsy- 
chotherapy, helping more 
than 200 local people every 
year. 

It says much for the uni¬ 
versal appeal of Henry 


Blofeld, whose catch phrase 
is “My Dear Old Things”, 
and the admiration for the 
work of ARC, that 240 people 
bought a ticket for £15 at a 
time when it’s very difficult 
to fill a hall for any event. 

The evening was superbly

Henry before the show 
started and he told me he 
was feeling a little “fuzzy” 
because he had been cele¬ 
brating his birthday the 
night before. 

“It turned out to be a seven 
bottle job, dear boy,” he told 
me in those distinctly rich 
and plummy tones. Henry, 
of course, is renowned for 
his love of wine and even 
has his own label which he 
sells at his speaking engage¬ 
ments.

scoring a cen¬ 
tury at Lord’s 
for the Public 
Schools XI, a 
feat only 

equalled by 
cricketing greats 
Peter May and Colin 
Cowdrey, had he not 
been involved in a serious 
accident when he was 
knocked off his bicycle at a 
young age, putting him in a 
coma for a month. 

He dabbled with banking 
after being sent down from 
Cambridge but loathed life 
as a city gent. Cricket was 
always going to be his fu¬ 


ture, as it was the only thing 
he was good at, and after 
writing on the sport for var¬ 
ious national newspapers he 
finally got his big chance to 
join the Test Match Special 
commentary team. He read¬ 
ily admitted that you can’t 
really call it a job as they 
had so much fun. 

Henry has undoubtedly 
had a colourful life, to say 
the least, chronicled with 
great humour and pathos in 
his biography “A Thirst For 
Life”, copies of which, along 
with his other books, he sold 
after appearing at the Guild¬ 
hall on Sunday. 

Whilst there were a num¬ 
ber of familiar faces from 
cricketing circles in this 
area (Les Haynes is pictured 
chatting with Blowers after 
the show), including several 
from Cloakham Lawn and 
former Chardstock stalwart 
Frank Huddy, the audience 
also numbered many of the 
fairer sex for whom Henry 
clearly had great respect. 

He spoke for more than 
two hours and recalled a 
number of non-cricketing 
episodes in his life including 
staying with Ian Fleming on 
his honeymoon and some hi¬ 
larious tales when he dined 


with Noel Coward and Sir 
Lawrence Olivier which the 
ladies clearly loved. They 
did not seem to be too of¬ 
fended by his fruity vocabu¬ 
lary either. 

He also had some wonder¬ 
ful stories about his much 
lamented former colleague 
Brian Johnson - “Jonners”. 

Knowing Henry’s predilec¬ 
tion for the finer things in 
life, the ARC committee pre¬ 
sented him with a cake be¬ 
fore the show and I got the 
audience to sing “Happy 
Birthday Blowers”, which 
pleased him no end. 

At the end of a marvel¬ 
lously entertaining evening, 
Henry spent a good half 
hour signing his books and 
selling his bottles of wine. 

He was then off to stay the 
night at a b & b in Dalwood 
and then on to Truro for his 
two-man show with TMS 
producer Peter Baxter. 

At the age of 73 he shows 
no sign of slowing down and 
does about 100 speaking en¬ 
gagements a year. 

A night to remember, my 
dear old things!

Council blame planning 
issues on staff turnover 

STAFF turnover has been blamed for difficulties to mon¬ 
itor planning permission compliance at East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

An EDDC overview and scrutiny forum last autumn 
found that enforcement officers don’t routinely inspect 
developments to make sure planning permissions/condi¬ 
tions are complied with. 

An update was published in March this year, saying the 
enforcement service had been boosted by integration with 
planning teams, recruitment and staff returning from sick 
leave. But a further report, issued this month, revealed 
ongoing staff turnover. Following reorganisation, recruit¬ 
ment and the return from sick leave, EDDC boasted three 
enforcement officers - the highest number it has ever had. 

Since then, one enforcement officer left, bringing the 
number down to two enforcement officers. A replacement 
was subsequently found, but another enforcement officer 
left in August. 

EDDC recruited a replacement officer who started on 
September 17th, and the new report said: “Following this 
date it is hoped that the service will remain fully staffed 
in the long-term and it will be possible to undertake the 
monitoring of development sites as envisaged by the 
forum.”

Anniversary for 
red squirrel project 

GOOD news to learn that practical steps are being taken at 
Escot Park, near Ottery St Mary, to restore the fortunes of 
our native red squirrel. 

Once so common countrywide, these attractive littler ani¬ 
mals have suffered severely from the introduction of the 
American grey squirrel, an animal which carries the deadly 
squirrel pox virus to which it is immune, but which has re¬ 
duced the red squirrel population to a few isolated sanctuar¬ 
ies, such as Brownsea Island, Poole. 

Now, at Escot, a three quarter acre walk-through enclosure, 
the second only in the UK, has been created, specifically to 
house free-range red squirrels in an environment protected 
from greys. To mark its first birthday, a single female red 
squirrel, bred at the British Wildlife Centre in Surrey, has re¬ 
cently had her first litter of two kits, born at the end of July 
in a drey of leaves, moss and bulrush down and sited in an 
ancient oak tree. 

Whilst red squirrels are kept by several zoos in conven¬ 
tional caged enclosures, the unique aspect of the Escot site 
is the open topped natural enclosure with mixed woodland 
and two oaks which are over 250 years old. This type of large, 
safe enclosure may well offer a solution to the survival of red 
squirrels until a solution to the grey squirrel virus is discov¬ 
ered. 

As funds become available through donations and sponsor¬ 
ship, the intention at Escot is to create a specially designed 
breeding facility with the object of providing red squirrels 
for re-introduction programmes in other parts of the country. 

Escot is also organising a major national red squirrel con¬ 
ference entitled ‘Lessons in Red Squirrel Conservation’ at the 
University of Exeter in April next year. Meanwhile, if you 
would like to see the kits at Escot, the Park is open every day 
from 10am to 5pm. Call 01404 822188 for further details. 

Sticking to the same area, I have just had a report from 
Mish Kennaway, the Tale Valley balsam control team co-or¬ 
dinator, detailing the hard work put in this summer to eradi¬ 
cate this wretched alien invader. The final balsam pull was 
on August 23rd, the first time the team had added a fourth 
day to their programme, a provision found necessary as there 
are always plants which had been previously overlooked but 
are now in flower. For instance, a half acre of wild ground 
previously cleared by five volunteers a month previously, 
now displayed a further 100 or so flowering balsam plants. 

This work is so essential if the progress of this unwanted 
invader is to be stemmed. Volunteers to help are essential and 
grateful thanks must go to sponsors who have covered the 
costs and provided equipment. 

Good to learn that the Portland to Studland reef habitats 
have now officially been designated a Special Area of Con¬ 
servation. The importance of this site was highlighted by the 
work of hundreds of volunteer divers who recorded seabed 
species through Seasearch, co-ordinated by the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust. 

Within the site can be found brightly coloured sponges, 
brittlestars and corals, and a wide variety of fish. The condi¬ 
tion of the reefs is excellent and testimony to the sensitive 
fishing methods adopted by local inshore fishermen. 

A number of other local sites, mostly considerably smaller 
than this - including sand and gravel to seagrass meadows - 
are also being considered for protection as recommended Ma¬ 
rine Conservation Zones and a decision is expected next year. 

Meanwhile, I have been delighted to see my buddleia cov¬ 
ered in tortoiseshell butterflies, peacocks and red admirals 
and even as I write they are still seeking nectar from the late 
flowering purple blooms. 

This year, however, I have not spotted a hummingbird 
hawkmoth, that fascinating insect which so closely resembles 
it avian namesake as it hangs in the air, probing for nectar. 

However, Tony Cass from Honiton writes to tell me that he 
watched one feeding on red valerian at Spindlewood Close 
this year. A lovely insect but, I suspect, one rarely spotted this 
damp summer.

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GRIEF is quite common and is the normal inter¬ 
nal feeling one experiences in reaction to a loss, 
while bereavement is the state of having expe¬ 
rienced that loss. 

The potential negative effects of a grief reac¬ 
tion can be significant and are often aggravated 
by grief triggers, events that remind the be¬ 
reaved individual of their loved one, or the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding their loss. 

The risk factors for experiencing more serious 
symptoms of grief for a longer period of time are 
related to the survivor's own physical and emo¬

WARRIORS AT RAMM 

New exhibition explores Native North American warfare 

VISITORS to Exeter’s Royal Albert Memorial Museum (RAMM) will be fas¬ 
cinated by a new exhibition exploring the world of Native North American 
warfare and ritual through the material culture of Plains Indians between 1800 
and the present. 

A British Museum touring exhibition, Warriors of the Plains: 200 years of 
Native North American honour and ritual includes exceptional examples of 
regalia: feather headdresses, shields, moccasins, painted hides, pipes, toma¬ 
hawks, and traditional and contemporary dress. Although many of these items 
may seem initially familiar from popular culture, the exhibition uncovers the 
deeper ritual significance of these iconic objects. The legacy of the warrior so¬ 
cieties is also examined, revealing how crucial they are in the maintenance of 
tribal identity among Plains Indians today. 

RAMM is the only museum in the Southwest and one of only four venues 
nationally to host Warriors of the Plains. 

The free exhibition is open now and can be seen until Sunday, January 13th 
2013. 

A local response to the exhibition is being sought from veterans and members 
of the armed forces. Their experience in the military gives them particular in¬ 
sight to the personal codes that have guided combat across centuries, conti¬ 
nents and cultures. Entitled Once a Warrior the resulting digital display will 
be included in the exhibition from 12 October reflecting these West Country 
military perspectives in art and in recorded interviews. 

The exhibition is accompanied by two talks on Wednesday, November 21st: 

• Lunchtime talk - Dr Stephanie Pratt, Associate Professor of Art History at 
Plymouth University, will discuss visual representation of Plains peoples in 
American and European art. 

• Afternoon talk - Max Carocci, Project Curator in the Department of Africa, 
Oceania and the Americas at the British Museum and curator of the Warriors 
of the Plains exhibition, will talk about continuities and changes in traditional 
approaches to war from warriors to soldiers.
